EQUALIZATION FEE STANDS 





Foes Say Veto Cannot Be 
Overridden—Talk of House Ac- 
cepting the Senate Measure.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Reversing 
its attitude of last June, when the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm relief bill was de- 
feated by six votes, the Senate late 
this afternoon passed the bill by 47 to 
39, or a majority of eight, thus 
doubling the margin the most opti- 

- mistic had expected. 

Despite the size of the farm bloc’s 
victory, it is generally expected by both 
supporters and opponents of the meas- 
ure that it will be vetoed by President 
Coolidge if it is presented to him in 
anything like its present form. 

Twenty-four Republicans, 22 Demo- 
crats and Senator. Shipstead,. the 
Farmer-Labor member, es gee the 
bill, and 22 Republicans and 17°*Demo- 
crats against it. Six Democrats—Sen- 
ators Fletcher, RansdelJ, Robinson of 
Arkansas, Sheppard, Smith and Tram- 
mell—who opposed the _bill in June 
voted for it this afternoon, while Sena- 
tors Heflin and Overman, who sup- 
ported it at that time, appeared in the 
*‘nay” column today. 

By decisive votes the Senate killed 
not only the Harrison proposal to de- 
fer the equalization fee on cotton for 
two years, but a proposal to postpone 
the fee on all the basic commodities 
for two years, and another proposal 
to make the postponement one year. 
The Curtis-Crisp substitute, favored by 
the Administration, was beaten by a 
vote of 54 to 32. 

An amendment by Senator McKellar 
allowing the Federal Farm Board es- 
tablished under the bill to defer the 
equalization fee until it became satis- 
fied that a majority of the producers 
of the commodity desired it was ac- 
cepted by a viva voce vote. This was 
looked on as a compromise between 
the Democratic factions who wished 
the fee imposed on the bill’s passage 
and those who wished it deferred. 

Hope to Avoid Conference. 


The Senate bill probably will be of- 
fered in the House as a substitute for 
the bill now being discussed there and 
on which indications are that a vote 
will be reached next week. It is hoped 
by this move to prevent the necessity 
of a conference between the two 
Houses.

Body Exhumed at Utica Proves 
That of California Doctor Who 
Disappeared 14 Years Ago. 





CAME OF NOTED FAMILY 


Benefactor of University Died 
After Being Picked Up as 
Human Derelict. 


UTICA, N. Y., Feb. 11 (4).—A body 
exhumed from a pauper’s grave here 
has been identified as that of Dr. 
George Hillegass, a former member ot 
the University of California Faculty 
and graduate of the University of 
Paris, who inherited two fortunes 
totaling $4,100,000 from his parents and 
brother, after his disappearance from 
California fourteen years ago. 

Identification was accomplished by 
photographs after the body had been 
placed in a vault. Dr. Hillegass died 
in the General Hospital here early in 
1925 and was buried in a public ceme- 
tery after efforts to locate friends or 
relatives had failed. 
Dr. Hillegass was picked up by police 
in the New York Central Station in 
February, 1925, and held on a charge 
of vagrancy. After a month’s treat- 
ment at the hospital he was discharged 


and went to St. Johnsville, where he 
visited a Dr. Wagner. Upon his re- 
turn here he became ill again and died 
soon after in a hospital. 

Letters from California provided a 
clue upon which the body was ex- 
humed last December and held in a 
vault, ready for shipment if identifica- 
tion was established. A Western at- 
torney, Fred C. Petterson, aided the 
authorities in the final identification 
of the body, which began its journey 
back to California today. 





Dropped From Sight in 1913. 
BERKELEY, Cal., Feb. 11 (#).—Dr. 
George Hillegass, whose body has been 
identified at Utica, N. Y., was one of 
the earliest settlers here, a graduate 
of the University of California and dis- 


tinguished in civic and medical life. 
He dropped from sight in 1913, when 
he was old and broken and apparently 
penniless. 

The dim beginnings of his story 
might be traced back to the Revolu- 
tionary War when Michael Hillegass 
rebelled against the power of Great 
Britain and threw his influence and 
wealth to the cause of the struggling 
Colonies. His picture adorns some of 
the $10 gold notes of the country today. 
Historians trace Dr. George Hillegass’s 
ancestry to Michael Hillegass. 

Dr. Hillegass gave to the University 
of California much of the land in- 
cluded within the present campus and 
developed extensive holdings in other 
sections of Berkeley and Oakland... A 
Berkeley avenue is named after the 
family. 

An extensive search was made after 
the physician’s disappearance in 1913, 
but proved unavailing. Then he ap- 
peared in Philadelphia in 1922 as a 
witness in probate proceedings of the

SHANGHAI, Feb. 11.—The Cantonese 
in Chekiang Province, checked by the 
encircling movement executed by the 
troops of General Pei Pao-shan, com- 
manding the Fifth Division of Sun 
Chuan-fang’s army, have been forced 
to retreat to the mountains, where 
they have entrenched. 

In January the Cantonese advanced 
through Chuchow to a position north 
of Lanchi, on the road to Yenchow, 
and sought to break through the 
mountain passes of Kiangsi in order 
to reach Hangchow by way of the 
Tsientang River. 

The decision of the British Cigarette 
Company at Hankow not to reopen its 
factory after the Chinese New Year 
holiday throws into powerlessness the 
so-called Nationalist Government, who 
promised the company full security as 
a result of an agreement in December 
under which the company pays a spe- 
cial tax in return for a guarantee 
against labor troubles. The Govern- 
ment, however, has been unable to 
suppress Red agitators in the factory, 
with the result that work is impossi- 
ble and 3,500 employes have been 
thrown out of work. 

The British Cigarette Company and 
the British-American Tobacco Com- 
pany are declared to have treated 
their work people with a liberality sur- 
passing anything known elsewhere in 
China, and relations between the em- 
ployers and the employed were al- 
ways of the friendliest kind. 


Yale Hospital Chief at Shanghai. 


Among the refugees who have ar- 
rived at Shanghai is Dr. Brance of the 
Yale Hospital at Changsha, one of the 


best-equipped American institutions in 
China. 

Organized and instigated by Com- 
munists, the hospital staff presented 
such outrageous demands and behaved 
so badly that it was quite impossible 
to continue the work of the hospital, 
which accordingly had to be closed, 
with incalculable loss to the Chinese 
community of Changsha. The college 
connected with this hospital was 
closed a month ago owing to the in- 
temperate attitude of the students. 

Another refugee is the Rev. A. E. 
Beard of the China Inland Mission 
at Loping, in Northeast Kiangsi. He 
says that on Jan. 23 the mission was 
attacked by a mob and looted of 
everything. The local Nationalist lead- 
ers, who had promised protection, 
were unable to control the mob, al- 
though they saved Mr. Beard and his 
wife and the Misses Wray, Twidale 
and Day of the same mission, who fi- 
nally reached Shanghai with just the 
clothes they wore. : 





Report Northerners Near Hangchow. 

LONDON, Feb. 11 (4).—A dispatch 
to the Exchange Telegraph Company 
from Shanghai says the Cantonese 
troops were meeting with severe re- 
verses before the renewed drive of the 
Northern forces. 

Troops of Marshal Sun Chuan-fang, 
who is holding Shanghai, were report- 
ed to have advanced to within twenty 
miles of Hangchow. 

{Hangchow, to the southwest of 
Shanghai, is the capital of the Prov- 
ince of Chekiang.]

$500,000 Realty in 1917 Now Worth$4,000,000, 
Proceeding in Jonas Weil Estate Reveals 





How increased realty values, have 
made an estate estimated at only $500,- 
000 in 1917 worth between $4,000,000 
and $5,000,000 today was told yesterday 
in a proceeding before Surrogate Foley 


in the estate of Jonas Weil, philan- 
orn and real estate operator. Mr. 
Weil, who was the active partner of 
the firm of Weil & Mayer, died in 
April, 1917. 

Surrogate Foley signed an order yes- 
terday, confirming a report made by 
former Supreme Court Justice Page 
as referee, passing on the validity of 
certain claims made by the decedent’s 
sons in an accounting of his estate 
filed by them. 

The manner in which the enormous 
increases came about were shown by 
Edward L. Blackman of 61 Broadway, 
attorney for several legatees under Mr.

EDISON AT 80, FINDS 
WORK A PLEASURE 


Takes a Day Off on Birthday 
and Answers a Deluge of 
Questions on All Subjects. 





FORD HELPS HIMCELEBRATE 





Gives His ‘‘Billion-Dollar Smile” 
—Both Regard Money Only 
as Means for Good. 





Thomas A. Edison shared the honors 
of his eightieth birthday yesteraay 
with his friend, Henry Ford. The man 
hailed as the world’s greatest inventor 
and the man reputed to be the world’s 
richest man were questioned for a 
good part of the morning in Mr. Edi- 
son's laboratory at West Orange, N. J., 
just as if they were ordinary mortals. 
Mr. Edison wrote his opinions on 
everything from spiritualism to the 
five-day week, and Mr. Ford admitted 
that money didn’t mean any more to 
him than an old belt for his trousers. 
As a matter of fact, it was Mr. Ford's 
party as much as it was Mr. Edi- 
son’s, although the automobile man- 
tufacturer did not intend that it should 
be. He said that although he may 
have made more money than the man 
he once worked for, Mr. Edison had 
done more than any man living for 
the good of humanity. Mr. Edison, 
who is nearly deaf, sat at an old roll- 
top desk writing answers to the ques- 
tions submitted to him, while report- 
ers and.others flocked around Mr. 
Ford, who seemed perfectly willing to 
answer  good-humoredly everything 
asked of him. 


Face Battery of Cameras. 


It would be hard to get together two 
men who have had more influence on 
present day social and economic and 
industrial life, or who presented a 
greater contrast in thought and out- 
ward appearance. They drove into the 
yard in front of the old red building 
in a Ford car and stepped out to be 
confronted by a host of photographers. 
At that moment they ceased to be 
masters of themselves and were bossed 
around just as if they were not more 
in the habit of giving commands than 
receiving them. 

Mr. Edison’s square, broad face wore 
a smile of anticipation of a time he 
has gone through annually since he 
first began to be accepted as a sage 
as well as an inventor. He wore a 
blue suit that hung about him much 
as if he had slipped into it quite with- 
out knowing or caring whether it were 
on right. side to or not. He slipped 
his hands in his trousers pockets and 
grinned at the photographers. He 
couldn’t hear a word they were saying. 


Willing to Oblige Them. 


“They want us to do different 
things,’’ Mr. Ford shouted into his ear. 
“Well, let them tell us what they 


want,” said Mr. Edison, and the pho- 
tographers did. 

Mr. Edison’s hat came off, revealing 
his snow white hair above pink cheeks 
which show few signs of his eighty 
years. So did Mr. Ford’s, and his hair 
has the curious yellow color of a blond 
thatch turning gray. His face is keen 
and sharp, with a slightly prominent 
nose and great breadth between the 
eyes. The cool, quick glance of his 
eye is softened by the readiness with 
which he smiles. And it can be said 
that if Mr. Ford wishes to add to his 
reputation of being the richest man 
that of being one of the best dressed, 
he is far on the road to this accom- 
plishment. Mr. Ford has his own pri- 
vate tailor. His gray suit fitted his 
slim figure to perfection. He was the 
only man who changed his clothes be- 
fore the luncheon at which he and 
Mr. Edison were guests of the Edison 
Pioneers. Perhaps the delay in their 
arrival was due to the fact that Mr. 
Ford changed into pin stripe trousers 
and a formal afternoon cutaway, in 
the lapel of which was a flower. 

The photographers’ orders to turn 
this way and that poured in on the 
two men. They were relayed by Mr. 
Ford to Mr. Edison. The inventor said 
nothing, but his smile grew wider as 
he stepped two paces to the side, one 
to the front, grasped Mr. Ford’s hand, 
let go and turned to him and laughed, 
‘while cameras clicked and motion pic- 
ture men ground out feet of the film 
which Mr. Edison made possible. ‘‘Hey, 
Ford,” one irrepressible yelled at the 
automobile man. This brought a laugh 
but no reproof. 

Asks $1,000,000,000 Smile. 

“Give us the billion dollar smile,” 
another ordered, when it seemed they 
had run out of ideas, and Mr. Ford 
—* with er og Both — the 
nventor appeared to regard asa 
holiday celebration with all restraint 
removed. When the cameras finally 
were satisfied, the two men moved 
into the building and into the big room 
which Mr, Edison uses as an office. 

This office is as quaint as its owner. 
It is a huge room, with three tiers of 
galleries around the sides, filled with 
shelves on which are records of thou- 
sands of experiments, collections of all 
sorts of things in books, cartons and 
bundles, which Mr. Edison has de-

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DRY RADERS INVADE 
BROADWAY RESORTS 


Crowbars Used by Five Groups 
_of Padlock Division to Batter 
Down the Doors. 


MANY DINERS IN FLIGHT 





Moving Van Carts Away the 
Seized Liquor—Arrests Are 
Numerous. 


Smashing their way with crowbars 
in some instances into restaurants and 
speak-easies in the theatrical district, 
Federal prohibition agents brought 
consternation last evening between 5 
and 8 o’clock to diners in the West 
Forties and West Fifties. Thousands 
of dollars’ worth of liquor and liquor- 
making appatus were seized and there 
were many arrests. 

The raiders, numbering thirty and 
divided into five parties, were under 
Captain John W. Imglesby, chief of 
the padlock division. They invaded the 
midtown section in five motor cars. 
They were accompanied by’a moving 
van, into which the ‘confiscated con- 
traband was loaded. As. soon as it 
was filled it was driven to a storage 
warehouse, where the liquor was un- 
loaded, and the van returned for more 
loads. 

News of the raids was grapevined 
through underground channels early 
in the evening and many restaurants 
and other resorts hastily closed their 
doors. Parties of diners, including 
women in evening clothes, drove to 
the doors of these establishments only 
to be refused admittance. - 


500 See Raiders Smash Into Place. 


More than 500 persons gathered out- 
side a restaurant at 364 West Forty- 
sixth Street at 5:30 P. M. while the 
prohibition agents smashed a heavy 
door reinforced inside with iron braces. 
Inside the raiders found five patrons, 
four of whom were women. They 
seized twelve quarts of what they 
said was Scotch whisky, a like amount 
of red wine, twenty-four‘bottles of 
Sauterne and a bottle of alleged ab- 
sinthe. Steve Bozzoneggi, who said he 
lived in the building, was arrested. 
Police reserves from the West Forty- 
seventh Street Station were called to 
disperse the crowd. 

As the raiders entered Perrone’s 
Restaurant, 39 West Forty-ninth 
Street, two persons sought to oppose 
them and an alarm was given by the 
struggle which ensued. The diners 
hurriedly seized their wraps and es- 
caped. The entire building, a four- 
story structure, is occupied by the 
restaurant, private dining rooms, serv- 
ing room and kitchen. 

The Prohibition agents mounted a 
ladder leading from the top floor to 
the roof, where they discovered a trap 
door opening into a compartment con- 
taining about 200 bottles of alleged 
liquor. One of the smallest of the 
raiders managed to. squeeze through 
the door and handed out the bottles. 
They were taken to the West Forty- 
seventh Street station. 

John Rebuffa, a doorman, of 2,212 
East Eighth Street, Brogklyn, and 
Mitchell Carcetessi, a porter, who gave 
his address as ‘25 Gregory Avenue, 
the Bronx,’’ were arrested. 


Find a Liquor “‘Aging”’ Machine. 


At the Wicker Restaurant, 234 West 
Fifty-second Street, the raiders seized 
a complete bottling and cutting plant, 
which, together with sixty cases of 
liquors, they said was worth $50,000. 


The restaurant is on the second floor. 
Above it the raiders found the cutting 
plant, which included an_ electric 
“aging” machine, labels and replicas 
of standard brand bottles. James Ly- 
ons, living in the same building, the 
alleged proprietor; Leon Jersullra, por- 
ter, of 643 East Twelfth Street, and 
‘Thomas Murphy of 200 East Fifth 
Street were arrested.

There is no nudity on the New York 
stage at present of a character to 
warrant proceedings against the pro- 
ducers of musical shows, according to 
Acting Mayor McKee, to whom the 
police reported yesterday after making 
observations of three such plays and 
finding that the law was not, in their 
opinion, being violated. 

On the other hand, the police have 
received a blanket order to make 
arrests wherever they find that the 
law is being violated, and it is pos- 
sible that this may result in the arrest 
of some of the performers at night 
clubs, though neither theatrical per- 
formances nor those at the night clubs 
are likely to be interfered with im- 
mediately. As far as the theatres are 
concerned the city authorities will 
await the action of the courts on Mon- 
day before making further moves. 


Night Clubs Are Warned. 


A group of night club proprietors 
visited the Acting Mayor's office yes- 
terday but met with a chilly recep- 
tion. Ben Ueberall, proprietor of the 
Everglades Club, acted as spokesman 
and told Mr. McKee’s secretary that 
the proprietors were quite willing to 
eliminate from their shows anything 
that was found objectionable. When 
he was asked whether there was any 
nudity he replied: 

“Only artistically; only artistically.” 

Acting Mayor McKee conveyed the 
information to the waiting proprietors 
that the police had received a blanket 
order to make arrests wherever they 
found violations of the law and would 
apply those instructions to night clubs 
as well as to theatres. He sent word 
that if the proprietors felt they were 
on thin ice they had best ascertain 
what the law is and see that their 
shows conformed, otherwise they might 
be acted against by the police. Ex- 
plaining | evening the purpose of 
his mes to the night club men, the 
Acting Mayor said: 

“In effect it is all up to the Inspec- 
tors of police. The police have a 
blanket order to arrest for misde- 
meanor wherever they find a viola- 
tion of the law, and it will not be 
necessary for them to wait to submit 
their evidence and obtain warrants in 
the manner that was followed in the 
case of the three theatrical productions 
on Wednesday night.” 


Find No Evidence of Nudity. 


The question of nudity was disposed 
of early yesterday. It had been the 
purpose to make arrests where the un- 
draped or insufficiently draped female 


figure appeared to be an important 
part of the production. In conse- 
quence, while the managers protested 
that nudity was out of date in New 
York, the police went forth on Thurs- 
day night to attend performances of 
George White’s “Scandals,” ‘Gay 
Paree’”’ and Earl Carroll’s ‘‘Vanities.”’ 

“There was no evidence last night in 
New York of any nakedness sufficient 
to cause arrest under the law,” Mr. 
McKee said. ‘However, while that is 
the report made today, it does not 
mean there is going to be any let-up. 
The police will continue to watch and 
will see to it that there is no such 
nakedness on the stage in this city.’ 

‘‘Was the covering up of the hereto- 
fore more or less naked performers a 
matter of prearrangement between 
the city authorities and the man- 
agers?’’ the Acting Mayor was asked. 

“Not at all; not at all. But I do 
think it was the direct result of our 
present activities. A case of cover up 
rather than shut up.’’ 

The blanket order to the police 
marked a change in strategy by the 
city authorities and left to the indi- 
vidual policemen the determination as 
to whether the law was being violated.

PARIS, Feb. 11.—To the surprise 
and interest of officials and the dip- 
lomatic corps Ambassador Herrick 
flew to London at noon today by 
airplane.

DEAD PILED UP IN STREETS 





Twelve Squares Are Leveled by 
Shellfire in City Wrested From 
Nicaraguan Liberals. 





MANAGUA, Nicaragua, Feb. 11 (?).— 
A battalion of women, formed and led 
by a 20-year-old girl, assisted the Con- 
servative forces which recently recap- 
tured the town of Chinandega from the 
Liberal troops, thus restoring com- 
munications between .Corinto and 
Managua. 

Sixteen of the women were wounded, 
some seriously, while passing out am- 
munition to Conservative soldiers in 
trenches, cleaning guns and passing 
food. Natalia Garcia of Managua, 
leader of the battalion, was shot 
through the left breast and is in a 
serious condition. 

Chinandega presented a horrible pic- 
ture when visited yesterday by a cor- 
respondent for The Associated Press, 
who traveled on one of the three troop 
trains which were sent to the town by 
the Conservative Government in order 
to consolidate its position there. 

Twelve squares, chiefly in the busi- 
ness section, were flattened and smoke 
was still rising from tke ruins. Bullet 
holes were in almost every house, and 
shell fragments were scattered through- 
out the streets. f 

Dozens of dead were piled here and 
there, while buzzards hovered over- 
head. An atmosphere of death was 
everywhere. The water supply was 
still cut off, and that available was 
unhealthy. Virtually no food and no 
medicine remained in the town except 
what was rushed from Managua and 
Corinto. 


Some Snipers Hold Out. 


A few Liberals, barricaded :n their 
homes, kept up a desultory fire, while 
shooting from the outskirts of the town 
continued at night. Ninety families 
were without homes. 

The death toll of the battle probably 
never will be exactly known, but the 
Conservative commander estimated 
that the Conservatives lost 250 men 
and the J.iberals 175. The difference

BERLIN, Feb. 11.—The old Prussian 
drill sergeant’s club-and-lash method 
of maintaining discipline in the ranks 
of the army are still used in Ger- 
many’s Republican Reichswehr, the 
Civil Court trial at Schwerin reveals.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—A_ little 
note of optimism over President Cool- 
idge’s proposal for a supplementary 
naval limitation conference laid before 
the four other great naval powers yes-. 
terday, was observable in Washington 
today. This note did not imply the 
disappearance of yesterday’s pessimis- 
tic feeling that the President’s pro- 
posal would not be successful, for that 
view still prevails. 

Overnight consideration of the mat- 
ter brought the opinion, however, that 
the President’s course would test the 
good faith of the nations concerned 
and would result at least in clearing 
the whole complex situation ion concern- 
ing the —e armaments and 
point the way for the United States 
for its future policy of naya] construc- 
tion. ; 

As for President Coolidge himself, he 
expressed confidence this afternoon 
that his proposal would be accepted. 

No response to the President’s pro- 
posal has come to this Government 
from any of the nations to which it 
was addressed—Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan—but press dispatches 
from London and Tokio indicating a 
favorable reaction on the part of 
Britain and Japan were extremely 
pleasing to the Administration and 
served to augment the bit of optimism 
in other quarters. 


Cheered by Press Reports. 


Although it is too soon for any for- 
mal acknowledgment from the for- 
eign naval powers, officials were im- 
pressed by the reports of intimations 
to mewspapers by governmental 
sources in London and Tokio that the 
United States would get sympathetic 
answers from the Governments.

Some Domestic Reasons Urged. 


Although it is conceded that the 
President’s official explanation of his 
reasons for his proposal are quite in 
accord with the facts, it is well under- 
stood here that.there were other un- 
derlying contributing reasons for his 
course. 

His policy of seeking to preyent any 
Congressional appropriation for new 
cruiser construction while the Pre- 
{paratory Commission was in session, 
and thus give notice to the world that 
the United States was setting its face 
against competition in naval building, 
fitted in with his domestic policy of 
economy in Government,. but has been 
rejected by the Senate, and while the 
House sustained his policy, there still 
exists a possibility that the House will 
reverse its action. Coming at a time 
‘when that possibility exists, the course 
of the President in proposing an inter- 
national conference for further limi- 
tation of naval armaments is seen as 
@ move to counteract an overturning 
of his recommendation by Congress. 

But there is a deeper domestic funda- 
mental reason for his invitation to the 
naval powers. It is found in the fact 
that the Administration has not been 
unmindful of criticism in this zountry 
Over its real or supposed attitude 
with reference to disarmament. In 
some quarters the allegation has been 
made that the Administration has tak- 
en no positive step to bring practical 
results out of. the current exchanges 
at Geneva. In other quarters it has 
been criticized on the ground that the 
United States is-permitting other naval 
powers to far outdistance ‘t in naval 
preparedness. It is understood that 
such criticism had something to do 
with influencing the President. 


See France as Stumbling-Block. 


The feeling is very general in Wash- 
ington that if the President’s proposal 
is not accepted, France will be the 


stumbling-block. It was France that. 
led the movement in the preparatory 
commission for including land and air 
armaments with naval armaments in 
the agenda for a disarmament con- 
ference. The American members of 
the commission protested against this 
and its attitude generally has becn sus- 
tained by Great Britain and Japan, 
while France, backed by Italy and a 
considerable number of smaller coun- 
tries, has domineered a group that on 
account of its numerical showing has 
been able to circumvent the attempt 
of the United States, Great Britain and 
Japan to give separate treatment to 
the various items of armaments and 
thus seek to produce accomplishments 
step by step. 

When Rear Admiral Hilary P. Jones, 
one of the American naval advisers of 
the Preparatory Commission, was ex- 
amined by the House Committee of 
Naval Affairs during the present ses- 
sion of Congress he stated that the 
Nations which oppose the American 
view on naval limitation ‘included 
France, Italy, Spain, the Netherlands, 
Belgium, Sweden, Czechoslovakia, Fin- 
land, Yugoslavia, Rumania, Bulgaria, 
Poland and two of the South American 
countries, which have withdrawn— 
Brazil and Uruguay.”’ 

“Is it not rather silly to meet with 
a group of nations like that with a 
view to determining naval strength?’ 
commented Representative Britten of 
Mlinois when Admiral Jones made his 
statement. ‘I want to show how thor- 
oughly ridiculous this situation is, for 
nations by the dozen, with not a single 
battleship on the high seas and with 
probably not a single airplane in their 

ossesion, to meet with nations like 

ngland, America, Japan, France and 
Italy to determine naval strength.”’ 

That approximates a rather general 
view in Washington which is shared 
by officials, although the latter are so 
situated that they cannot say s0 
publicly. 

France and Italy have taken a strong 
position against any arrangement that 
would limit construction of subma- 
rines, while the British attitude has 
been that Britain, on account of her 
far-flung possessions, was entitled to 
more favorable consideration with re- 
spect to building cruisers to protect 
her trade routes. But there is reason 
to believe that Britain would not be 
averse to modifying that attitude if 
thereby the prospect of a further lim- 
itation of naval armaments would be 
helped. 


List Cost to Us of Equality. 


A reaction to the President’s pro- 
posal for a separate naval conference 
came today in a joint statement by 
Representative Butler of Pennsylvania, 


Republican, Chairman of the Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, and Representative 
Vinson of Georgia, ranking Democratic 
member of that committee, in which 
they contended that establishment of 
American naval power on a parity with 
Britain and Japan in the matter of 
cruiser, air and submarine strength 
‘would require the construction of fifty- 
eight auxiliary ships of war, involving 
a total cost of $508,000,000. 

“T¢ England should agree to the 
American standard of 125,000 tons of 
cruisers she will have to destroy or 
take out of commission every cruiser 
ehe now has in commission,” the 
etatement said. “It is conceded that 
Great Britain and France and Japan 
are proceeding rapidly with the con- 
struction of warships. If the Presi- 
dent’s proposition is entertained by 
them favorably it will result in the 
immediate suspension of their con- 
wtruction until such time as this con- 
ference can meet and fix this ratio.” 

The Butler-Vinson statement, which 
fs said to be based upon evidence ob- 
tained from naval authorities, pointed 
out that to attain equality with Japan 
in accordance with the Washington 
treaty ratio it would be necessary to 
build fifty-one auxiliaries at a cost of 
$396,000,000, and to attain equality with 
Great Britain it would be necessary to

We Are Only Interested In World 
Peace, It Is Argued, When We 
Stand to Profit by It.

PARIS, Feb. 11.—President Coolidge’s 
invitation to the five powers signa- 
tory to the Washington naval agree- 
ment to extend the limitation on naval 
armaments to include smaller craft 
and submarines has had a very re- 
served reception in Government circles 
in Paris and contrastingly frank criti- 
cism from the press of all parties. 

Before any reply is sent there will 
likely be long deliberation and a good 
deal of consultation with the other 
powers involved, and in the meanwhile 
there seems not unlikely to be a good 
deal of public bickering between coun- 
tries of opposing points of view as a 
result of this public invitation in the 
name of peace and humanity to deal 
with such a highly technical and ex- 
tremely controversial subject as dis- 
armament. 

For ten months the Preparatory Com- 
mission at Geneva has been thrashing 
out point by point a method by which 
in the majority opinion the disarma- 
ment issue should be tackled. In that 
discussion the French viewpoint that 
land, naval and air armaments must 
be taken together and general princi- 
ples of disarmament established before 
one of the arms is singled out for 
suppression has repeatedly obtained 
majority approval. President Coolidge’s 
action cannot, therefore, be interpreted 
here as otherwise than as a minority 
attempt to impose on a few selected 
powers limitation of a special arm 
which they consider necessary to de- 
fense or at ieast as impossible of 
separate treatment. 


Our Peace Attitude Resented. 


Furthermore, those who are most 
anxiously studying the disarmament 
problem here fee] natural resentment 
against what they consider such an 
immature suggestion coming from the 
United States, which has, except in 
this one question, wherein material 


of its own interest is involved, offi- 
cially contributed nothing to the 
guardianship of peace in. the world 
since the end of the war. 

That attitude may be entirely wrong. 
Judged from the other side of the At- 
lantic, it almost certainly will appear 
so. But in this practical business it 
would be unwise not to take full ac- 
count of the attitude and the feelings 
of those who afe involved as equals in 
the negotiation and not as inferiors. 

From today’s Paris press it would be 
easy to make extracts showing how 
unfavorably the whole scheme is re- 
ceived, how mucn misunderstanding 
and bad feeling may be raised, and 
has, perhaps, indeed been raised, by 
any attempt to make a public move 
instead of a technical study of disarm- 
ament. This evening’s Temps sums uD 
various criticisms with vigor enough 
to represent the rest. 

“President Coolidge’s suggestion,’’ 
the Temps writes, ‘‘will lead to noth- 
ing else if accepted than upsetting all 
the conclusions reached at Geneva and 
will ruin in advance the whole 
League of Nations enterprise. France 
has always maintained that the ques- 
tion of the limitation of armaments 
forms an indivisible whole and that 
land, sea and air armaments must be 
closely associated in the solution es- 
tablished in equity, and that this solu- 
tion can be neither just nor practical 
if it does not take into account for 
each country its potential power for 
war, financially and economically, 
from the viewpoint of natural re- 
sources, industrial development and 
capacity for adaptation both for of- 
fense and defense. 

“In seeking to reach a solution of 
the naval armaments problem, such as 
Washington suggests, while leaving 
aside the whole land armament prob- 
lem, and the potential power of every 
country, one runs the risk of com- 
pletely falsifying the situation and 
sacrificing the security of all nations 
to the security of those people alone 
who are happy enough to live behind 
a moving wall of seas and oceans. 


Proposal Called Deceiving. 


“That is where the initiative which 
the President of the United States has 
taken is very deceiving. In refusing 
to ratify the Treaty of Versailles, in 
the elaboration of which another Presi- 
dent of the United States took a pre- 
ponderant part; in refusing to adhere 
to the League of Nations covenant, in 
opposing a combined settlement of all 
debts contracted in carrying on a joint 
war to a common victory, the Amer- 
icans have steadily dissociated them- 
selves from other nations. They have 
avoided all responsibility in the fram- 
ing and the maintenance of the guar- 
antees which are necessary if the gen- 
eral security of the civilized world is 
to become a reality. 

“They refuse to take any engage- 
ments for the future toward any one. 
Exposed to no military danger, their 
concern is only for the limitation of 
naval armaments in proportions which 
will assure complete security at a mod- 
erate cost. 

“That being so, the Government at 
Washington need be neither astonished 
nor indignant if other countries also 
take into consideration before they 
Graft their replies their own national 
interests, while perhaps they, as does 
Mr. Coolidge, cite general principles 
for a cloak with which to cover them.”’ 

In such a reply as that there is 
ground enough for discussion which 
has certainly none. of the aspects or 
prospects of peace on earth and good- 
will toward men, That, of course, is 
one of the disadvantages of a big can- 
vass of diplomacy: and as such it 
should always be taken into account 
before a beginning is made along that 
road. In its own way, by its own 
means, Europe is studying disarma- 
ment and the bets are even that it 
will continue to do so in its own way. 

American participation will certianly 
be welcomed, but American direction, 
when the majority of Buropeans think 
that direction is wrong, will not be 
welcomed.

A “semi-official statement given out 
this evening regarding the condition 
of the French Navy indicates that 
it is considerably below the maximum 
quotas fixed at Washington for cap- 
ital ships and airplane carriers. The 
loss in 1922 of the dreadnought 
France, which went on the shoals off 
the coast of Brittany, brought France’s 
capital ship tonnage down to 195,000, 
whereas under the Washington e- 
ment France’s quota would be reduced 
to 175,000 by 1932. The French ton- 
nage, therefore, is declared to be rel- 
atively lower than that of any other 
signer of the Washington agreement. 

It also is stated that the French 
airplane carrier tonnage is still far 
below the 60,000 tons allowed under 
the Washington quota. It further is 
pointed out that some of the capital 
ships counted in the 195,000 tonnage 
are superannuated and subject to re- 
placement under the terms of the 
Washington accord. 

The statement continues that the bal- 
ance of the naval equipment left over 
from the World War consists of practi- 
cally worn-out destroyers and torpedo 
boats which are almost useless, while 
the light cruisers are in such poor 
condition that it was impossible to find 
one recently which was fit to serve 
as a school ship. Seven light cruisers, 
twelve destroyers, twenty-six torpedo 
boats and twenty-nine submarines 
make up the entire naval program 
adopted since the Washington confer- 
ence for the replacement of worn-out 
vessels. The cruisers will be ready for 
service by 1930; six destroyers will be 
ready this year and the other six in 





WANTS GERMANY INCLUDED. 


Dr. Cuno Sees Coolidge Justified in 
“Losing Faith” in League Action. 
BERLIN, Feb. 11 (@). — President 

Coolidge is justified in losing faith in 
the Geneva Disarmament Conference, 
Dr. Wilhelm Cuno, former Chancellor, 
told The Associated Press today. Dr. 
Cuno, who is director of the Hamburg 
American Steamship Line and is in 
close touch with the German Admi- 
ralty, which is believed to share his 
views, declared the Geneva confer- 
ence despite its duration and stren- 
uous efforts had failed to achieve 
practical results. 

“Although the Coolidge memorandum 
does not include an invitation to Ger- 
many to participate in the new naval 
disarmament conference,’ said Dr. 
Cuno, ‘‘Germany’s maritime interests 


and her extraordinary dependence on 
the seas are such that ~nything con- 
cerning the redistribution of maritime 
powers evokes her greatest interest.” 

Dr. Cuno expressed hope that, conse- 
quently, not only the signatories of the 
Washington agreements would partici- 
pate in the proposed conference but 
also other maritime States, including 
Germany. 

“That America, as the mightiest 
world power, capable of arming* far 
beyond the possibilities of others,’’ he 
said, ‘thas proposed through President 
Coolidge’s memorandum the renuncia- 
tion of the gigantic naval ambitions 
ti.cough which she might force her 
will upon others and carry on an im- 
perialistic policy of the greatest mag- 
nitude ‘is bound to create a deep im- 
pression throughout the world.” 


PROPOSAL HAILED IN CANADA. 


Senator Sir George Foster Lauds the 
Coolidge Plan as “Fine.” 


OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 11 (#).—Cor- 
dial appreciation of the action of 
President Coolidge in inviting the Gov- 
ernments of Great Britain, France, 
Italy and Japan to join the United 
States in a further proposal to limit 
naval armaments in extension of the 
Washington Arms Conference of 1921 
was voiced by Senator Sir George Fos- 
ter, presiding at the opening session 
of the annual meeting of the League 
of Nations Society of Canada being 
held here. 4 

He characterized the na limitation 
message of President Coolidge as a 
“fine proposal’ and said it bared a 
desire ‘‘to prevent competition among 
the nations of the world from building 
expensive and murderous machinery of 
war.” 

Sir George also expressed pleasure 
that the President had suggested 
Geneva as the seat for holding the pro- 
posed naval conference. He lamented 
the fact that the United States is not 
a member of the League of Nations 
but said that this did not imply that 
the sentiment of the people of the 
United States with regard to war is 
not along the same lines as that of the 
people of Canada and other member 
nations of the League. 


ROME PRESS OPPOSES 
FIXED NAVAL FORMULA 


Thinks Italy Should Have a Chance 
to Raise Its Statas—May 
Consalt Other Powers. 











ROMB, Feb. 11 (#).—In the continued 
absence of official comment on Pres- 
ident Coolidge’s proposal for a further 
reduction in naval armaments, La Tri- 
buna and Giornale d’Italia—the only 
newspapers discussing the matter—to- 
day greeted it with discreet approval. 

They strongly hint, however, that 
Italy’s principal objection is against a 
codification of her strength which 
would not leave room for future 
change in her status as a naval power 
among the nations. 

La Tribuna says that the United 
States reached an equality in naval 
strength with Great Britain in 1922 
and even was on the road to exceed 
the British Navy only a short time 
after England had maintained her for- 
mula of absolute naval supremacy. 
The implication which the newspaper 
draws by suggestion is that such a 
change in the ranks of the nations 
still remains possible. 

Giornale d’Italia also intimates that 
Italy cannot relinquish her new na- 
tional aspirations for the sake of a set 
formula of disarmament, saying that 
the Washington conference taughe two 
lessons: “For the great powers it gave 
an incentive to maintain their unat- 
tackable superiority and for the small 
n: tions it was a warning of the ne- 
cessity of defending not only their 
present national existence but future 
possibility of a surprise ‘attack.”’ 

The newspaper adds that President 

Coolidge’s proposal is important, not 
only in itself, but for its form of pres- 
entation, since it invites the other 
powers to declare their attitude con- 
cerning the meeting of the preparatory 
disarmament commission at Geneva 
on March 21. 
Political circles in general believe 
that Italy will seek an exchange of 
views of the proposal with England 
and France, and probably Japan. Pre- 
mier Mussolini, it was said, has dis- 
cussed the ent’s memorandum 
with Marshal Badoglio, Chief of Staff 
of Italy’s entire armed foi 2es.

Officials, Public and Press 
Express Sympathy Toward 
Naval Reduction. 





COOPERATION SEEMS SURE 





But Elucidation May Be Asked on 
Its Bearing on the Work 
of the League. 
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LONDON, Feb. 11.—Sympathy was 
expressed in British official circles to- 
day toward the general purpose of 
President Coolidge’s proposal for fur- 
ther limitation of naval armaments, 
which ‘are now being carefully consid- 
ered by the Government. 

It is emphasized that Britain, like 
the United States, has for years past 
played a prominent part in the move- 
ment for the reduction of armaments. 
It is felt, however, that it will be neces- 
sary to elucidate some details of the 
President’s plan, particularly in their 
bearings on the work of the League’s 
preparatory conference on disarma- 
ment, Until these points are made 
clear discussion of the ratios proposed 
is declared to be premature. 


Urges Halt in Building. 


The Daily News, commenting on Mr. 
Coolidge’s note, observes editorially: 

“We have joined other nations in 
competitive building of cruisers, de- 
stroyers, submarines and other vessels 
which the 1921 agreement on large 
types seemed but to stimulate. The 
building program of Britain alone, if 
completed, will involve an expenditure 
in eight years of nearly £100,000,000 on 
over eighty new warships. There can 
be little doubt that our rapidly grow- 
ing strength in modern cruisers alarms 
the American naval authorities, who 
have been industriously engaged in 
alarming the American people and pre- 
paring plans for meeting and over- 
whelming the British ‘menace.’ 

“There can be less doubt that with 
her enormous material resources and 
boundless wealth, America, if she 
chose, could beat every other nation on 
earth to a frazzle. It is in every way 
in our national interest, as it is in the 
universal interest, to cll off that dis- 
astrous and hopeless ie before it be- 
gins. The admitted difficuity of isolat- 
ing naval armament from other forms 
of armament may prove, after all, not 
so grave as the danger of isolating 
America from the nations of Europe.” 

“‘President Coolidge,” says The Daily 
Telegraph, ‘“‘can be in no doubt as to 
the character of the reception his 
memorandum would meet in this 
country. On moral grounds we stand 
shoulder to shoulder with the American 
people on this particular question, and, 
indeed, on the general desirability of 
limiting to the utmost possible extent 
compatible with national security all 
forms of armaments. Our position as 
an island which is the centre of an 
empire world-wide in extent is en- 
tirely different from that of the United 
States, which is isolated and is eco- 
nomically self-sufficient. But while 
recognizing, as we are forced to do, 
that our circumstances require special 
consideration, we have associated our- 
selves throughout with the general 
principles which the American Govern- 
ment, to its honor, has been foremost 
in advocating.” 





Widely Approved in Britain. 
LONDON, Feb. 11 ().—President 
Coolidge’s suggestion of further limita- 
tion of naval armament evoked a wave 


of approval in the British press, which 
has been taken up by the Government 
and the public. Officials today gave 
assurance that Anglo-American co- 
operation, such as existed at the time 
at the Washington conference on the 
reduction of armament, will be in evi- 
dence when preliminary disarmament 
discussions are resumed at Geneva in 
March. 

At the Foreign Office The Associated 
Press was told today that the British 
Government heartily endorses the prin- 
ciples of the President’s memorandum. 

“The general favorable press com- 
ment on the President’s note voices 
both the public and official opinion of 
Great Brittain,” said an official. 

It is authoritatively forecast that 
Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, as British 
delegate to the Geneva Conference, 
will play the réle enacted at the Wash- 
ington meting by the Earl of Balfour, 
who sounded the note which helped to 
carry that historic conference to suc- 
cess. Officials here are inclined to 
think that the real test of the Ameri- 
can plan will come from Continental 
Europe and possibly from Japan. 

Great Britain, like the United States, 
realize that the continental European 
powers are particularly concerned with 
disarmament on land and in the air. 
With the naval problems out of the 
way, Great Britain could cooperate 
with the Continental nations in deal- 
ing with these questions. 

Nothing has been heard from the 
naval expert of the Admirality regard- 
ing the technicalities involved in 
carrying out the President’s sugges- 
tion, but it is confidently predicted 
that Great Bri in will not stand in 
the way of the application of the 5-5-3 
ratio of naval armament, decided on 
at Washington, to all phases of naval 
armaments.

First, it must be remembered that 
Britain has no army to reduce. At the 
same time Britain stands to profit by 
every man France cuts from her army. 
Today France is the dominant factor 
in European politics. Her rival is 
Britain, and if France reduces her 
army to a degree which will nullify her 
value to her Eastern European allies, 
Britain steps into ner shoes. There- 
fore France’s reduction will depend 
largely on the compensations furnished 
by Britain. 

France will want sufficient sub- 
marines in the Mediterranean to. pro- 
tect her communications with her 
African colonies against the only 
power which can endanger: them—in 
other words against the British fleet. 
It is natural, therefore, that she de- 
sires to see a reduction in Britain’s 
fastest sea arm—her light cruisers. 

Britain, on the other hand, if she ac- 
cepts at all the ratio proposed by Mr. 
Coolidge will probably accept on con- 
dition that her fleet is taken as the 
standard. She has fifty-odd light 
cruisers, and such a fleet keeps France 
building submarines day and: night. 

If Mr. Coolidge’s conference is held 
within the framework of the Prepara- 
tory. Commission, France and Italy, 
while having the door open for better 
treatment than they received at Wash- 
ington, will nevertheless have their 
hands tied to a certain extent. As 
their ratios are not being fixed at the 
moment they have little say about the 
standard to be fixed for the other three 
powers. In other words, after the 
others have decided what they them- 
selves will have, they will commence 
to bargain with France and Italy to 
see what minimum they will accept. 

Also the naval situation of Britain 
will be fixed and France will have 
nothing to demand against a reduction 
of her army—except the right to build 
submarines. France today has the 
right to build all the submarines she 
wishes and confirmation or limitation 
of that right is not sufficient for her. 
She wishes to see a more real reduc- 
tion of the British fleet which will 
reduce Britain’s power in direct ratio 
with the loss of power which she will 
suffer through army cuts. 

Britain, for the very good reason that 
they cost her lots of money and will 
cost other nations lots of money to 
duplicate, will undoubtedly stick to her 
present number of cruisers. It is said 
she replied to the American gestures 
last Summer with the suggestion that 
the Washington accords be completed 
on the existing ratios—in other words, 
she to have five times as many crui- 
sers as America. If she accepts a limit 
on building and permits America to 
build to hers it is the most that can be 
expected from her. 


JAPANESE OBJECT 
TO THE 5-5-3 RATIO 


But Otherwise They Welcome the 
Coolidge Naval Disarma- 
ment Proposal. 
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TOKIO, Feb. 11.—Japan welcomes 
President Coolidge’s disarmament pro- 
posal, but opinion here universally ob- 
jects to the 5-5-8 basis. 

The Coolidge note was delivered to 
Foreign Minister Shidehara yesterday 
and given to the press today by Am- 
bassador MacVeagh, but today being 
a holiday—the anniversary of the ac- 
cession of Jimmu Tenno, Japan’s first 
Emperor—official opinion was lacking. 
A high Foreign Office official, located 
tonight, said Shidehara had not had 
time to study the proposal because of 
urgent Diet duties yesterday. He said 
Government consideration is expected 
in a few days, but stated that Japan 
welcomes the proposal and agrees to 
the principle. 

The vernacular press is featuring the 
story, crowding China out. It is unan- 
imous in welcoming the invitation, but 
skeptical regarding the ratio. The 
Hochi, often the Government spokes- 
man, tomorrow will urge the Govern- 
ment to approach the subject with 
utmost caution, avoiding a repetition 
of the Washington Conference and pre- 
dicting serious obstacles. 

The Kowiumin says Japan expected 
the proposal and will oppose the ex- 
tension of the 5-5-3 ratio to auxiliary 
vessels. It points out that the limi- 
tation of auxiliaries will not affect 
such great economies as did the Wash- 
ington treaties, and says that whereas 
then the nations were engrossed in 
meaningless naval competition the 
present construction is merely intend- 
ed for the maintenance of the present 
strength and not expansion. 

“Japanese naval authorities welcome 
any proposal for further disarma- 
ment,” it says, ‘‘but cannot accept the 
application of the 5-5-3 ratio, which 
lacks a solid basis.” 

The Asahi this evening said that Ja- 
pan will accept, but tomorrow will 
print an unusually long editorial stat- 
ing that disarmament attempts are 
doomed to failure unless America and 
Britain remove potential causes of 
war, citing immigration and the Sin- 
gapore base. 

“America proposes disarmament on 
the one hand and legislates against 
the Japanese on the other,” it de- 
clares, ‘‘while England immediately 
after the Washington Treaty launched 
the Singapore base plan. A _ success- 
ful conference must be based on fair- 
ness and equality.” 

The Jiji favors the proposal, but 
thinks land and air forces should be 
restricted simultaneously. 

The Japan Advertiser, published by 
an American, B. W. Fleisher, sees the 
ratio the crux of the whole question 
and points out that Japan is an is- 
land nation and that its needs differ 
from America’s. It thinks Coolidge 
considers this fact. 

“Undoubtedly,” it says, “‘the Japa- 
nese delegates will be as ready to co- 
operate in the practical reduction of 
armaments as America is ready to ac- 
knowledge the special difficulties of 
Japan.”

PORTUGAL'S GAPITAL 


=| DAMAGED IN REVOLT 





Lisbon Is Quiet After Outbreak, 
- With Troops Still Round- 
ing Up Rebels. 





ONE COMMANDER ESCAPED 





Our Minister Reports on Fine Con- 
duct of His Staff During the 
Bombardment. 
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LISBON, Feb. 11.—Occasional sharp- 

shooting occurred here last night, but 


it was soon suppressed and the city 
today is gradually assuming its usual 
aspect after the revolt. 

Banks, commercial houses and shops 
have reopened and crowds were in the 
streets examining the damage, espe- 
cially in the Rua Escola Politechnica, 
where the house of the Duke of Pal- 
mella was greatly damaged by shells. 

Except in some limited areas the gen- 
eral damage was not great in the city, 
but. few houses escaped bullets in these 
areas. 

The overhead wires of the tramways 
in the Rato and Black Horse Squares 
are all entangled but are being rapidly 
repaired. The telephone wires also are 
broken but this damage is being made 
good. The telephone company and the 
girls in its service maintained effective 
service in the fighting areas during 
the height of the bombardment and 
fusillades. 

The origin of the revolt in Oporto and 
Lisbon is to be found in the fact that 
some political leaders who were anx- 
ious to regain power did not hesitate to 
promote a great conspiracy of Dem- 
ocrats, Nationalists, radicals and even 
Bolsheviki, supported with large funds 
supplied by financiers here. 

Men eminent in the industrial world 
who had been restricted in their ac- 
tivities by Government measures to 
protect the public against profiteering 
gave their support to the attempt to 
overthrow the Government by force. 





One Rebel Leader Not Caught. 


LISBON, Feb. 11. (#).— Troops are 
patrolling the capital, and soldiers and 
police are still rounding up rebels. 

All the leaders, except Commander 
Joao de Carvalho, who led the besieged 
rebel force in the naval arsenal, have 
surrendered or been captured. De 
Carvalho escaped in a motor boat. 

The Government has ordered the 
streets cleared by 6 o’clock each eve- 
ning to facilitate the search for mem- 
bers of the civilian organization which, 
supplied with bombs, aided the rebels. 
All civilians found armed will be shot. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (4).—Prac- 
tically normal conditions prevailed to- 
day in Lisbon, according to a mes- 
sage to the State Department from 
Minister Dearing. He said he had re- 
occupied the legation premises, which 
were “rather badly shot up, although 
not unlivable.’” No case of injury to 
Americans or American property dur- 
ing the fighting had been discovered, 
he added. 

The legation staff “conducted itself 
with the greatest coolness and cour- 
age’ during the fighting in the vicin- 
ity, while the building was in the line 
of fire, the message said. J. Webb 
Benton, Second Secretary, and whose 
transfer from Lisbon to a similar post 
at Warsaw was announced today by 
the State Department, ‘“‘was shot at 
and only narrowly escaped,’’ Dearing 
added. Benton was appointed to the 
diplomatic service from Pennsylvania. 

During the fighting, Dearing sent the 
members of his staff to their homes to 
remain until the disorder ended. He 
remained in the legation with his fam- 
ily as long as possible, then sought 
refuge at Benton’s home, which was 
out of the zone of fire. 


LONGWORTH. FAVORS 
BOULDER DAM ACTION 


Glad to Have Bill Come Before 
the House, Speaker Tells the 
Supporters of Measure. 











WASHINGTON, Feb. 11 (#).—Pros- 
pects for House action at this session 
on the Swing-Johnson Boulder Canyon 
Dam bill brightened today with the an- 
nouncement by Speaker Longworth 
that he felt the measure deserved its 
day in court. 

He told a group of its supporters who 
called at his office that he would ‘‘be 
glad to have this bill considered at a 
reasonably early date.“ The Speaker 
added, however, that he had no au- 
thority to force the Rules Committee 
to give the measure the legislative 
right of way. 

“I think that under the circum- 
stances and in view of the very large 
section which will be affected, this bill 
ought to be considered before Con- 
gress adjourns,’”’ he declared. 

The delegation included members 
from the Western States that have 
ratified the Colorado River compact 
and also Representatives Dickinson of 
Iowa, one of the farm leaders in Con- 
gress; McLaughlin of Nebraska, Knut- 
son of Minnesota and Summers of 
Washington, Republicans, and Hill of 
Washington, Democrat. 

Chairman Smith of the Irrigation 
Committee, which reported the bill, 
told the Speaker that the recent with- 
drawal of Utah from the compact was 
one of the chief reasons why the Rules 
Committee had not granted preferred 
status. He had received a letter from 
Governor Dern of Utah yesterday, he 
said, indicating that the State might 
rescind its action and again ratify the 
compact. 

Governor Dern was quoted by Mr. 
Smith as saying that the chief ob- 
jection of his State would be removed 
by adoption of the Colton amendment 
designed to put water distribution fea- 
tures under terms of the compact. This 
amendment, Mr. Smith added, would 
be accepted by supporters of the bill. 

Mr. Smith told Mr. Longworth that 
as Speaker he was responsible for the 
Irrigation Committee receiving proper 
consideration, and that, in view of 
four years’ work on the Boulder Dam 
bill, the committee believed it was en- 
titled to have it brought before the

Vice President Chambers Suffers 
Sudden Dementia in Cali- 
fornia Hospital. 





SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 11 (#).—Ed- 
ward Chambers, aged 68, Vice #resi- 
dent of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fé Railway and one of the best known 
railroad executives in the United 
States, jumped to his death from the 
fourth-story window of a ital here 
today. Hospital authorities d he ap-- 
parently had been seized with tempo- 
rary dementia. 

Convalescing from a minor opera- 
tion, Mr. Chambers became violent 
early today. Attacking his nurse and 
driving her from the room, he locked 
the door, and before hospital attendants 
could reach him broke a window and 
plunged to the ground. 

Details of her struggle with the de- 
mented railroad executive were given 
to the hospital authorities by Miss 
Nonnie Boyte Yates, his nurse. 

“The patient was sleeping peacefully,” 
she said. “I had no inkling of what 
was to happen. Suddenly he leaped 
from the bed and without a word 
seized a big flower pot from a table 
and hurled it at me. I dodged and 
it missed my head by an inch. If it 
had hit me it would have killed me. 

“Then he swung at me with his fists, 
some of his blows landing with terrific 
force against the wall as I retreated 
from him. One blow caught me on 
the back of the head and another on 
the face. He grabbed me, knocked me 
down and dragged me about the room. 
I managed to slip from his grasp and 
tried to reach a button which would 
flash a red danger signal out in the 
hall, but I could not make it . At last 
I made my way to the door and flung 
it open. He shoved me into the hall 
with great force. Then he jumped 
back into the room and slammed and 
locked the door.’’ 

Chambers wrecked his room while 
Dr. J. H. West, resident physician, 
and a number of male internes were 
forcing an entrance. He brought a 
heavy metal stool down on all of the 
bre: ble furniture with heavy, crash- 
ing blows, finally hitting the door lock 
a heavy blow that prevented the use of 
a pass key. His bed was demolished. 
Mr. Chambers had been in the hospital] 
ten days. 

Starting his railroad career as a 
freight handler in Pueblo, Col., in 1878, 
Mr. Chambers rose to the position of 
Director of Traffic of the United 
States Railroad Administration during 
the World War, and was in charge of 
all traffic operations of the Santa Fe 
as Vice President of the road. 





Praised as Traffic Expert. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 11 (#).—Tribute to 
Edward Chambers was paid by W. D. 
Storey, President of the road. 

Ar. Chambers was one of the best, 
if not the best traffic man in the 
United States,’’ said Mr. Storey. ‘‘Dur- 
ing the war he held the most difficult 
post of Director of Traffic of the 
United States railroads and performed 
his duties with honor.”’ 

Mr. Chambers’ wife died many years 
ago in San Francisco, where she is 
buried. Two sons and a daughter in 
Los Angeles and a son in San Fran- 
cisco survive. Officials here believed 
burial probably would be in San 
Francisco.

EXTENDS TO NEW FIELD 


Appearance of Insargenis in 
Aguascalientes Is Ascribed to 
Federal Pressare Elsewhere. 
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MEXICO CITY, Feb. 11.—The rebel- 
lious movements in the States of 
Jalisco and Guaranjuato have extended 
to the State of Aguascalientes. Fifteen 


rebels were killed and three Federals 
wounded in a three-hour combat at 
Cerro Prieto, Aguascalientes, according 
to military advices from that State. 
There were 150 men in the rebel group. 
After the battle the rebels fled with 
troops in pursuit. 

This is one of the few instances of 
engagements in Aguascalientes, and it 
is believed here that the active meas- 
ures taken to put down the uprisings in 
Jalisco and Guanajuato are responsible 
for the appearance of the rebel bands 
in Aguascalientes. 

Chiefs of operations are sending in 
reports that the rebel movement is now 
unimportant and the office of Presi- 
dent Calles last night issued a state- 
ment saying that the attempted revo- 
lution had been suppressed, with only 
a few scattered bands still active. 

Five rebels were executed in the 
State of Colima, the military chief in 
that State reports. He says that Fed- 
eral troops burned the homes of sev- 
eral rebels, the leaders having adopted 
this measure in order to put down the 
risings and pacify the State. The com- 
mander expresses the belief that Co- 
lima is now tranquil and that the 
rebels have disbanded and are wander- 
ing in the hills in small groups. 

Ten more rebels were killed in the 
State of Jalisco, according to reports 
from the commander there. He states 
that the Seventy-fourth Regiment de- 
feated the rebel group near Loma de 
Matadero and followed the retreating 
insurgents toward Aranda. 


A report from the State of Durango 
states that during the campaign there 
six rebel leaders and 172 of their fol- 


lowers were killed. Forty-three pris- 
oners were taken, 161 surrendered and 
the remaining 300 were dispersed. 

The four rebel groups, composed of 
sixty-eight men, in the State of Zaca- 
tetecas are no longer active, reports 
from there say. 

In the State of Aguascalientes, it is 
said, two groups are active, one headed 
by José Velasco, with 100 men, and 
the other by Lobano, with sixty follow- 
ers, who use the battle cry, ‘Long 
Live Christ, the King.”’ 

There are a few poorly armed rebels 
in the State of Mexico, one group in 
the State of Hidalgo and three in the 
State of Morelos, according to military 
reports. In Morelos the bands are 
headed by Victor Barcenas, who has 
fifty men; Manuel Reyes, who also 
has fifty followers, and Clemente 
Mora, who has_ seventy-five. This 
movement is religious in character, the 
reports say.

MOSES. BACKED APPOINTE 





New Member of Supreme Court 
Bench Comes: From Nassau County 
—Choice Praised Here. 

— — 

Special to The New York Times. 
ALBANY, Feb. 11.—John H. McCooey, 
the Brooklyn Democratic leader, re- 
ceived a set-back today when Governor 
Smith ignored his claims to the right 
to name a Supreme Court Justice in 
the Second Department and, instead, 
gave the appointment to Townsend 
Scudder, a former member of the same 
bench, who resideg in Glen Head, Nas- 

sau County. 

The Kings County leader was back- 
ing former Representative John B. 
Johnston for the post. There were 
several other Brooklyn candidates, 
including some of the County Judges, 
the appointment of any one of which 
would have received his approval. 

George M. Curtis Jr. and George E. 
Brower, a member of the Boxing Com- 
mission, as well as candidates from 
Richmond and Queens, were also 
mentioned as in the running. 





General satisfaction was expressed 
by Democrats here y over the 
appointment by Governor Smith of 
Townsend Scudder of Glen Head, L. I., 
as Justice of the Supreme Court, to 
succeed the late Justice Walter H. 
—— 

The belief was expressed that. the 
Governor had not only replaced an 
able jurist on the bench, but that 
he had played excellent politics in 
naming a resident of Nassau County, 
instead of appointing one of the many 
candidates from Brooklyn, which is 
already well represented on the Su- 
preme Court bench. On the death of 
Justice Jaycox, Nassau County be- 
came without representation on the 
Supreme Court bench. . 

Justice Scudder served on the Su- 
preme Court bench from 1907 to 1920. 
He received the Democratic nomina- 
tion that year, but failed to get the 
Republicam endorsement and was de- 
feated. In 1921 he was the party can- 
didate for Judze of the Court of re 
peals, but was defeated by Judge Wil- 
liam H. Andrews of Syracuse. He 
also served two terms as Representa- 
tive in Congress. 

Justice Scudder is Past Grand Mas- 
ter of the Grand Lodge of Masons of 
the State of New York. Since retire- 
ment from the bench he has been in 
the practice of law at 2 Rector Street, 
this city. 


BAUMES LAW CASE 
DEADLOCKS JURY 


Discharged After Failing to Find 
Whether the Prisoner Was 
Fourth Offender. 


The first case in New York County 
under the Baumes law in which a 
convicted prisoner put it up to the 
prosecuting authorities to prove that 
he was a fourth offender and s0 
subject to life imprisonment, came 
to an end before Judge William 
Allen in General Sessions yesterday 
when the jury Cisagreed. The jury 
wrestled with the problem for six 
hours and then the court discharged it. 

The prisoner was Louis Jacobson, a 
tailor, living at the Hotel Elk at Sev- 
enth Avenue and Fifty-third Street. 
He was arrested on Jan. 10 as he was 
leaving a house at 526 West 118th 
Street with about $30 worth of clothing 
which he had obtained from a family 
living there on the pretense that he 
was the messenger from a tailor. He 
accompanied the detectives to his room 
where they found a pistol which he 
admitted owning. 

‘When he was convicted as a violator 
of the Sullivan Law and as a second 
offender, District Attorney Morris 
Panger filed information charging 
that Jacobson was a fourth offender. 
On the advice of his counsel, Samuel 
Feldman, Jacobson refused to admit 
his previous record and this made it 
necessary for the prosecutor to prove 
it before a jury. 

One offense for which it was said 
he had been convicted was assault on 
a girl in Boston in 1898. Detective 
Thomas F. Moran of Philadelphia 
identified Jacobson as the man con- 
victed in that city for attempted rob- 
bery in 1919. 

The testimony and records failed to 
convince six of the jurors. Jacobson 
now faces seven years imprisonment 
on his present conviction, but the Dis- 
trict Attorney said he would be retried.

Princeton Official Declares: Prohi- 
bition Has Played Part, Causing 
a Disrespect for Authority.

The faults of the younger generation 
are the natural outgrowth of ‘the 
twentieth century world in which they 
live and should not be. blamed on 
youth alone, according to Professor 
Christian -Gauss, Dean of Princeton 
University, who spoke last night‘ at 
Wadleigh High School; 115th Street 
His talk was 


Dean Gauss cited the differencé in 


fact that when the —— 

eration was young there were no ra- 
dio, movies, telephones or automo- 
biles, all of which, he said, contributed 
to the disturbed state of ‘the younger 
generation. 

In addition, he- declared, the World 
War had had a great influence On 
youth. Whereas former wars, such as 
the Revolution and the.Civil War, had 
raised up public idols who were swept 
into office on waves of hero worship, 
the ‘World War had had a contrary 
effect of disillusioning youth and cn- 
gendering a spirit of revolt from the 
older generation that was responsible 
for the world conflict. 
Another factor tending to break the 
morale of youth, he said, was pro- 
hibition, which, in the way it had 
worked out, had cultivated disrespect 
for authority and had given rise to a 
belief by young people that anything 
that was res, should bé disre- 
garded. 
“Tt is a serious mistake,”” Dean4 
Gauss said, “to think that the under- 
graduate is in a class by himself as 
regards faults, and that his short- 
comings, being accountable to unex- 
plained peculiarities inherent to his 
tone of life, nothing:can be done about 
them. The truth of the matter is that 
there is nothing wrong ‘with . the 
undergraduate that is not wrong in 
the life about him. 
“When I was a, young man the col- 
lege campus was ee Te to ps Ae al 
quiet and secluded a distant from 

the city where the young man could 
retire for four years for serious study 
with nothing to distract him. 
“The movie alone has changed the 
youth of today from what it was in 
the parents’ day. Every young man 
and young womah of 18 years has seen 
more of life. in the movies than a 
young person of that age would have 
dreamed of being familiar with a gen- 
eration ago. They are thoroughly con- 
versant with matter that we, perhaps 
fortunately, were ignorant of.” 
Much of the evil besetting the young 
generation he ascribed to “the disap- 
pearance of the home.” In the cities, 
he said, parents found it cheaper. to 
send their boys and girls away to 
school and rent smaller apartments; 
and, if they did keep their families 
together space at home was so limited 
that children sought compensation for 
the old ‘‘home life’’ elsewhere.

Angell Hits Drama’s Checkered Past. 


: President Angell welcomed the dele-

*"We at Yale are the natural heirs 
of the Puritan tradition; with its sus- 
picion of the arts and its acute hatred 
of the stage. and its people,” he de- 
clared. “But this tradition has been 
softened in the passage of time, in 
part, perhaps, because art is too in- 
tegral a part of life'to be permanently 
excluded, and:in part because our Puri- 
tan stream has been mingled inces- 
santly through centuries with other 
stocks, holding other appreciations of 
the intrinsic values of life. 

*‘Of all the arts,. the drama probably 
Makes the widest appeal and has had 
the mest checkered career. Serving 
at many stages in history as the hand- 
maid of religion, it has at other times 
bfen arrayed against religion and re- 
garded by the pious as-the underminer 
of morais—the destroyer of faith. 

*It has at one time enjoyed national 
hpnor and prestige, only at another to 
find itself an outcast; a pariah, dwell- 
ing amid the dregs of the social or- 
der. Under both conditions it has 
powerfully affected the prevailing cur- 
rents’ of human experience, and the 
drama of our day has fun the gamut 
of these historic extremes. 


Denounces Parade of Filth for Gain. 


“However pertinent one may régard 
morals in the evaluation of works of 
art, the brute fact remains that the 


eople stubbornly insist on applyfhg 
aR ethieas and social criterion to art, 
and certain types of drama in particu- 
lar are just now passing through 
stormy seas of threatened consorship 
because they are alleged to offend 
taste or to corrupt mgrals, or both. 

“Certainly, if the community may 
fmsist on sewage, being properly dis- 

bsed of in ways not menacing to the 
health, it is equally justified in pro- 
testing against the pollution of its 
sources of moral decency. 

“*"The community will not indefinitely 
tolerate the parade of social filth for 
purely mercenary motives, nor will it 
—4* urge for so-called self-expression 

indulge itself in indecent exposure 
of diseased or obscene impulses. These 

ings may: flourish for a time, but 
they always lead to a reaction which 
is destructive to the finest and most 
enduring uses of the theatre.’’ 

The address of Dean Meeks declared 
that the young student today no longer 
was content to study drama as a his- 
toric or critical matter but insisted 
m6re-and more on creativé work.

Stage Expert Praises Amateurs. 


In one of the group conferences, the 
services _of two professionals from 
Broadway were enlisted. Louis Hart- 
man of the ‘Belasco Theatre lectured 
of stage lighting, telling how Mr. 
Belasco had improved this side of 
Gramatic technique by tireless experi- 
menting over many years. — Lee Si- 
monson of the Theatre Guild spoke 
on scenic design. 

Wandering in like a Martian from 
another planet, Mr. Simonson protested 
against the distinction which. appar- 
ently was drawn in the program of 
the conference between professional 
and amateur theatres. 

‘It is only in America and England 
that the amateur has become a term 
of reproach,” he said. “It is my firat 
belief that the future of the theatre 
in America depends very largely upon 
the little groups and community thea- 
tres which you represent. You can 
take yourselves as seriously as the 
local art museums do themselves. 

‘You will need endowments, and am- 
ple ones, and you have two enormous 
advantages over New York. No im- 
portant theatre can be built, or ever 
has been built, without ample space. 
The fact thet New York real estate 
is carved into lots 100 feet in depth 
will continue to inhibit the real archi- 
tectural ‘development of theatres in 
‘New York. 

“Only the smaller cities can give 
America an indigeneous theatrical -~de- 
sign. Above ‘all, you have. leisure, 
freedom to experiment, freedom from 
the rush-of four-day week rehearsals 
and the race for Broadway openings. 

“The heady concentration of drama 
New York cannot continue indefinitely. 
If you will only fulfill your. rdéle of 
amateurs, professional amateurs, your 
theatres will become the centres of 
your community life.” 

Between sessions of the conference 
the delegates were shown about the 
university by guides. They were the 
guests of the corporation at the uni- 
versity dining hall for luncheon, and 
in the evening at the University The- 
atre they saw ‘a play of Southern 
mountain life called ‘‘Lazy,’’ written 
and produced by two students of Pro- 
fessor Baker, 


WANTS HOME RULE FIRST. 


Westchester Association Says 
Must Precede New Charter. 
Adoption of a Home Rule amend- 
ment before the acceptance of any new 
charter will be the program of the 
Home Rule Association of Westches- 
ter Countg. The. Board ‘of. Directors 
of the Association met. at the Town 
Hall Club last night to accept-the re- 
port of a committee headed by Mrs. 
F. A. Vanderlip in which this policy 
was recommended. The board after a 
lengthy session issued a statement 
which read: 

“The Home Rule Association has 
prepared an amendment which actually 
provides the protection which West- 
chester demands. The amendment has 
the approval of the highest legal au- 
thorities. It will g.ve the people of 
the county the safeguards to which 
they are entitled, and’will, we firmly 
believe, so establish home rule as to 
be acceptable not only to Westchester, 
but to counties generally throughout 
the State.” 

There have been threg proposals for 
revision of the government in West- 
chester in as many years. The first 
was rejected by popular vote after pas- 
sage in the Legislature, the second 
failed to pass the Legislature and the 
third is a tentative plan recently put 
forward.

®eend a respectful message to the Sen-

public money; with selling postage 
stamps on credit—which is forbidden 
by.the ‘postal regulations; with mak- 
ing’ improper proposals to women 
within and without the Postoffice. 
"The Inspector sustained all the charges 
and recommended dismissal. 

‘The last charge could be prosecuted 
only by the State, though it counted 
largely in the recommendation of re- 
_ moval made by the United States Dis- 
® trict Attorney, a Republican. He pro- 
cured an indictment for the sale of 
stamps on credit. \The other . two

APPROVING THE PRESIDENT. 
Sufficient expressions both at home 

and from abroad have come to show 
that the.plan of President Coo.mas to 
briag about further naval disarmament 
will be accepted in principle. America 
is unquestionably for it and, if neces- 


More than once Congress has inserted 
clauses in appropriation bills declaring 
its urgent hope that, by international 
conference or otherwise, anything like 
competition in building ships of war 
might be prevented and the heavy 


reduced. From Great Britain and 
Japan the response to the President 
has been. quick and cordial. France 
appears to be more hesitant, and Ital- 
ian opinion is somewhat reserved; but 
there can be little doubt that in the 
end the four other nations will agree 
to accept the President’s proposal, at 
least to. the extent of entering into an 
earnest and official discussion of it. 
This, it must frarikly be admitted, 
does not mean that the chances of its 
being finally accepted and carried out 
are bright. Already at Genéva the 
long debates in the Disarmament Com- 
mittee have fixed in the minds of many 
European statesmen the conviction 
that the. military -problem has to be 
dealt with as a whole. In particular’ 
has it been the contention of France 
that land armaments cannot be sepa- 
rated from naval. To that view she 
has apparently brought several of the 
smaller European nations, and Italy 
is also thought to be inclined to it. 
Moreover, foreign opinion clearly per- 
ceives that the President's offer puts 
the Government of the United States 
in the position of asking others to give 
up a good deal without proposing to 
surrender anything itself.. By so much 
this. would favor the view of Speaker 
LonGwortH and others, that Congress 
would be wise-to proceed at once with 
a more extensive building program for 
our navy, so-that we might have some- 
thing to yield, at least on paper, when 
we are calling upon other nations to 
reduce their naval expenditures, And 
it would be foolish to overlook such 
expressions as come from one British 
naval authority, who said yesterday 
that the suggestion of President Coon- 
toon “merely means that we stop 
“building cruisers and that America, if 
“it chooses, catch up with us without 
“our seeing the slightest menace in it.” 
| Since it is explained at Washington 
that the President did not make his 
announcement without preliminary 
diplomatic sounding out of the other 
naval Powers,,it is fait to assume that 
he was fylly aware of the. obstacles 
that might be raised. Indeed, ‘he plain- 
ly indicated in his message that he did 
not expect that a final decision, writ- 
ten into treaties, could be-reached this 
year, All the more reason for starting 
the negotiation as soon as possible, 80 
that»we may know at an early date 
what the outcome will probably: be. 
Even if the President’s hopes are to 
ibe disappointed, it will be well to 
ascertain that quickly, ‘s0 that the 
iwhole great pressing problem of dis- 
‘armament may be attacked in another 
jway. 
EFFECTIVE WAR ON CRIME. 
Police Commissioner. McLavoxtin’s 
report for 1926: exhibits a striking de- 
cline in the chief classes of crime as. 
compared with the preceding year.

. The first ‘question | that \eceuts: ir 
conniéetion ‘with any no change in| 
‘social Statistics. is. how much ‘credit is 
due to a special ‘agency—in ‘this case 
the .police—how much to a ‘general 
trend. On this point the figures are 
conclusive. Although assault afd rob- 
bery.in 1926 shows a decline of 21 per 
cent. from the preceding year, no 
such improvement was under way at 
the beginning of 1926. On the con~ 
trary, the first quarter of. 1926 showed 
an actual increase of 16.5 per cent. 
over the corresponding period of 1925. 
Supplementary figures for January, 
1927, claim a decrease of 63 per cent. 
trom January, 1926, and 35 per cent. 
‘from January, 1925. Concretely this 
would mean that for every 100 cases 
of assault and robbery last month 
there were more than 200 last January, 
but only about 160 in 1925. Thus it 
is obvious that when Commissioner 
McLavanin took! hold a year ago 
major crime was mounting. , 

With some of the methods employed 
by the Commissioner in. speeding up 
police efficiency the public is more 
or less familiar. Reorganization has 
chiefly taken the form of abolishing 
special’ services and details some. of 
which functioned poorly, some of which 
were entirely devoted to the flourishes 
and ruffles so dear to the heart of the 
preceding Administration. The prac- 
tice of giving immediate promotion for 
outstanding individual police work is 
excelient. It improves police morale 
and .it is good deterrent publicity ad- 
dressed to the criminal world, What is 
not mentioned in the newspaper sum- 
maries of the McLaughlin report is 
the appreciable increase in the humer- 
ical strength of the police force.’ Last 
December we had 1,000 more patrol- 
men than in December, '1925, with a 
corresponding increase in superior 
officers. 

This is not cited by way of detract- 
ing from Commissioner MCLAUGHLIN’s 
credit. -It is, however, a useful re- 
minder to the’ public which too often 
insists on things being done without 
providing the necessary means. By 
consenting .to the expenditure for a 10 
per cent; increase in the size of the 
force, the community supplied the 
Police Commissioner with one of the, 
tools that he has employed to such 
good purpose, It is enough to demand 
efficiency from a public official. He 
should not be expected to work 
miracles. :

CHINA AND HER TREATIES. 

To the question, “ Why does not the 
League of Nations interfere in the 
Chinese chaos?” ‘Professor GILBERT 
Murray has answéred that the war is 
@ civil war. He, added that thé spe- 
cial friction between the Cantonese 
and the British might come before the 
League if there were any Government 
able to speak for all China and to en- 
force its will on Chinese offenders. In 
other words, he falls back on the ar- 
gument used by the American Govern- 
ment—that China must settle her own 
internal disorders and must, if she de- 
sires new treaties with the outside 
world, appoint delegates representa- 
tive of all the people of China, with 
full powers to negotiate treaties and 
to insure the carrying out of China’s 
end of the bargain. This is of little 
comfort to those who would have all 
the demands of the Chinese extremists 
granted forthwith, since they assume 
that China will take what she wants 
by force... 

The solution, unfortunately, is ‘not 
so simple. The persistent assertion 
that the existing treaties with foreizn 
nations are “unequal” has obscured 
the fact that justice does not lie ex- 
clusively on the Chinese side, and that 
revision implies a Government which 
is recognized at home as well as 
abroad. There is no doubt that thé 
sufferings of the Chinese as a result 
of the “inequalities"’ of the treaties 
have been exaggerated. People have 
failed to distinguish between the 
treaties and between the policies of 
some of the foreign nations which, 
regardless of treaties, sought in the 
old days to obtain control over sec- 
tions of China, Thanks largely to the 
influence of the United States and its 
advocacy of the “Open Door” thirty 
years ago, the threatened dismember- 
ment of China was halted. So long as 
China is torn by civil: wars, however, 
she remains in constant danger from 
Soviet Russia, which alone of all the 
great Powers appears not yet to have 
abandoned hope of controlling China. 

jo soon as China establishes a 
strong, stable..Government most of 
the clauses in the treaties with for- 
eign Powers which her young extrem- 
ists resent will be superfluous. If 
China were. able to maintain order 
and to enforce justice and reasonable 
measures ‘of health supervision, : for- 
eign control of the few foreign sec- 
tions of the treaty port cities would be 
unnecessary.’ If the enforcement of: 
her laws were as modern and as fair 
as the, Jaw codes which she has | corfi- 
piled, . there would be no need ° for 
extraterritorial rights. If she\ were 
able to prevent anti-foreign démon- 
— there would be no excuse for 
‘the. presence of foreign warships ins 
Chinesé waters. If her. Government 
were, administered with the efficiency, 
and ° ‘integrity of the Government of 

, the foreign Powers would have 

right to insist on the maintenance 

of naval stations such as Hongkong 
or the Kwantung:

PREIGHT OVER HELL GATE BRIDGE. 
“It looks as⸗ if ‘the Heil Gate Bridge 
route would soon be opened to freight 
traffic to Long Island. This will give 
Brooklyn, Queens and the rest of the 
island the advantage of an all-raij 
connection with the rest. of the conti- 
nent for inbound shipments. © That 
would mean specifically that building 
materials, raw materials for manufac- 
ture and food, particularly milk, would 
go right into Long Island by rail from 
New York Central points, without the 
hazards and delays of’ carfloat opera- 
tions. - Carfloats are the only freight 
facilities now available between the 
|trunk-line terminals and the* Long 
Island Railroad, Fog, ice and increas- 
ing. congestion have of late years 
greatly hindered the service to Brook- 
lyn and Queens, and that at'a time 


when the rapid growth of those bor- 
oughs is putting unprecedented de> 


mands on existing facilities. 

If the Hell Gate Bridge route is 
opened up, it will’ be another step in 
the development of the plans of the 
Port Authority for better coordinated 
harbor services. The Port Authority 
took the matter. up some years ago at 
the request of the Queens Chamber of 
Commerce, which complained of con- 
gestion arid delay at Long Island City. 
One witness testified that it gook as 
long to move freight from the New 
Jersey shore to Long Island as it did 
to carry it a thousand miles from a 
point in the West to the New Jersey 
shore. There appears to be little 
doubt as to availability of the Hell 
Gate route. In fact, it was used for 
the interchange of freight between the 
New York Central and the Long Island 
Railroad throughout the war period. 
But when Federal control lapsed dis- 
putes arose over rates, and when the 
New Haven road, which operates the 
bridge route, doubled the freight 
charges the New York Central with- 
drew its service, 

Holdipg that a dispute between rail- 
roads over rates did not constitute a 
sufficient reason for denying to ship- 
pers the reasonable use of railroad 
facilities, the Port Authority appealed 
to the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion and the Public Service Commis- 
sion. Joint hearings were held last 
Summer.. The Port Authority is now 
advised that. the. representatives of 
beth commissions are agreed that 
joint rates should be estalished and 
that the Hell Gate route should be re- 
opened to inbound traffic. As 88 per 
cent. of the New York Central traffic 
with Long Island is inbound, this rec- 
ommendation, if sustained by the re- 
spective commissions, should afford 
real relief. € 


MAKING THE PAST SECURE. 

It is especially pertinent in thése 
weeks, when all thoughts are turned 
back to the birthdays of two of the 
greatest men in our history, to take 
notice of the effort by the American 
Historical Association to preserve our 
past in accurate detail and true per- 
spective. “The writing of history, as 
Professor CHEYNEY of the University of 
Pennsylvania has observed, is ceasing 
to be an individualistic process. It has 
become a cooperative enterprise. To be 
sure, intividual study remains a large 
part of all historical work of value; 
but under the compulsion of a change 
in the conception of history, writers 
have come to work together more and 
more. The old separate writers have 
been transformed into guilds of his- 
torians. 

MacavuLay spoke of modern histori- 
ans in his day as having been far 
more strict in their adherence to the 
truth than .the Greek and Roman 
writers in that they did not deem 
themselves: entitled to make their 
narrative interesting by introducing 
descriptions, conversations .and ~ ha- 
rangues which had no existence save 
in_their own imagination;’and yet he 
was’ not quite certain whether the 
modern historians told fewer false- 
hoods than those of antiquity, for a 
history in which every particular inci- 
dent may. be: true may on-the whole 
be false. Yet, if the incidents are not 
accurately assembled, the whole is not 
likely to be.true. To this gathering 
of facts the cooperation of many is 
necessary, and of such an ideal the 
American Historical Association is the 
embodiment for our own country. It 
embraces nearly all the serious work- 
ers in historical lines either as writers, 
students or teachers. —

SLANDERING LOS ANGELES. 

Ot all ‘the. stories coming out of 
California to ;confound Eastern claims 
to culture, none ‘has been more sur- 
prising than an account of Los An- 
geles in ‘the March number of The 
Haldeman-Julius Monthly. For long 
we have heard ofthe frésh, enthusi- 
astic interest in art, literature, music 
and intellectual activities of all sorts 
throughout California, and especially 
in Los Angeles.. But now an “agwilling 
resident of that city prints the state- 
ment that it is an intellectual desert, 
arid, devitalized, sterile: “It is incon- 
“ceivable that anything great should 
“ever come out of it. There is no real 
“spontaneous interest*in the cultiva- 
“tion of the mind. The esthetic sense 
“has not yet been born.” 

He admits that there is-activity of a 
kind, but -or-plains that it is devoted 
to physical exploitation of the region. 
Even. the educational system,.he de- 
clares, is the result of civic pride and 
not the expression of a desire for more 
abundant mental and spiritual life. 
The Little Theatre he asserts to. be in 
constant danger of collapse, while the 
art galleriés encourage social and 
financial affairs rather tha. artistic 
enterprise. Worst ef all, there is no 
interest in books. The library is kept 
busy, but “there is no book reviewing 
“of consequence; there are no able 
“critics, there is a significant absence 
“of intellectual turmoil.” There may 
be a clue to his resentment of this 
indifference to books in his own story 
of how he tried to interest certain edi- 
tors in. using news about books. He 
himself wrote “a few sample columns 
of literary chatter” for one of them, 
but the editor told ‘him “our readers 
don’t care about it.” They want stories 
and pictures of themselves and their 
friends. 

One is inclined to listen sympathet- 
ically to this young Californian until 
he ‘discloses his ideal of his city. Bad 
as he paints it, Los Angeles would be 
worse as he wants it. Instead of the 
busy, young, healthily growing town 
which has hardly had time to think 
about the arts as yet, he would have 
a city pervaded by an atmosphere 
of Greenwich Village “ artiness.” The 
paragraph in which he expresses his 
admiration of the “camaraderie” of 
artists in groups is too passionately 
earnest to omit: ‘ 

No matter how deliberately intel- 
lectual these gatherings may be, no 
matter how egocentric, no matter 
how transparent the affections, there 
still must be a certain friendly air 
about them. The eternal groping for 
more perfect accomplishment under- 
liex the most trivial of such associa- 
tions. Somewhere in the vicinity I 
am sure the brooding creative spirit 
must be hovering with its great an- 
ticipatory wings. In Los Angeles 
such gatherings simply do not exist. 

Which seems a good reason for mov-' 
ing to Los Angeles.

So long: as the thédtee is; for the 
most part, in the hands of.mere com- 
mercial men who are not’ remotely in- 
terested in it from the artistic point of 
view; and so long as there is a large 
section of the public whose minds are 
filled with morbid curiosity and who 
will: pay the high prices of thea 
tickets in order to gratify a very low 
desire, censorship is vitally necessary. 
In no other way will it be possible for 
the theatre to win back the intelligent 
portion of the public and the drama- 
tists who refuse to enter the competi- 
tion for vulgarity. and the eager ani- 
mal appetite of the salacious public. 

- Like Edward Sothern, Edgar Selwyn 
and others, I advocate the quiet, or- 
derly, highly intelligent’ system which 
has been pursued in England with such 
marked success. This is the best of 
all methods, because it puts play- 
wrights on their metal and managers 
in a more healthy frame of mind, and 
does not give the public even the brief- 
est opportunity of wallowing tn hog 
wash. Then, too, it sets a high stand- 
ard ‘in the theatre and prevents «the 
loss of time, effort and money which 
goes with Mr. Banton’s system and 
does away with the interference of the 
police. ’ 

It seems to me that unintelligence 
should be just’as much open to censor- 
ship as vulgarity, blasphemy and the 
presentation of pervertism, and that 
the man who should be appointed to 
rescue the theatre from quick decay 
must be one. of impeccible good taste, 
a wide knowledge of the ‘theatres of 
other’ countries, and, ‘in order to be 
wholly and absolutely impartial, un- 
attached to the theatre, either as a 
producer, a'writer, an actor or an 
owner of theatres, ~ 

The question of censorship has arisen 
at this moment because the comtmer- 
cial managers have” had it clearly 
proved to them that the majority of the 
audiences in New York are-only to be 
tempted into the theatres, of which 
there are far too many, by nastiness, 
sensation and nudity, It is upon this 
4 Section , ,of the public, therefore, that 
the responsibility for another form of 
prohibition must be placed. 

The theatre of today is more greatly 
chailenged by successful rivals than at 
any time in its history. The motion 
picture, the radio, the funereal dullness 
of the theatre itself and the high prices 
made necessary by increased expenses 
have diverted the great playgoing 
public from its old haunts of .amuse- 
ment. The numerous and lamentable 
failures of this and other seasons have 
proved definitely that something must 
be done immediately to prevent its 
rapid consumption. The work of the 
Theatre Guild, of Eva Le Gallienne, 
Walter Hampden and of Winthrop 
Ames, in his exquisite revivals of the 
plays of Gilbert and Sullivan, show 
that there is still a small public eager 
for. good things, and willing to be 
drawn into the maelstrom of traffic 
and the difficulties and inconveniences 
now attaching to theatregoing, when 
there is something to be seen that is 
worthy of their attention. The others 
can perhaps be weaned back in course 
of time,’ education and example. If 
not, they will be missed only by those 
managers who have deliberately ca- 
tered to their tastes, and.who will 
presently, it is to be hoped, drop out 
of the theatre and devote themselves

Dewart and W. Howard, Chair- 
man of the board of the Scripps-How- 
ard Newspapers. Mr. Howard made 
it clear that the new owners would 
continue to publish The New ” York 
Telegram without radical changes in 
editorial’ content, The staff will be 
taken over in its entirety. 


if To Drop A. P. Membership. 


In, an interview Mr. Howard: ex- 
plained, however,;.that The Telegram 
would relinquish its Associated Press 
mémbership at the close of this week. 

The Telegram became yesterday the 
twenty-sixth newspaper in the 
Scripps-Howard organization of coast- 
to-coast dailies, all of which are users 
of the United Press service. 

The relinquishing of its Associated 
Press membership by The Telegram 
followed an exchange of letters yester- 
day between Mr. Howard and Kent 
Cooper, general managér'of The Asso- 
ciated Press. Mr—~Howard said in his 
letter that his organization miust: con- 
tinue the policy it had pursued “in 
Knoxville and Memphis, Tenn.,-.and in 
Denver, Col., where it purchased news- 
papers which’ were members of The 
Associated Press and amalgamated 
them with papers using the United 
Press service. 

In each of these cases, said Mr. 
Howard, the Scripps-Howard - per 
wished to retain its Associated Press 
membership, but; did not feel that ‘it 
could abide by the regulation of ‘that 
organization which giyes The Asso- 
ciated Press exclusive right to repub- 
lish all news dispatches and all local 
news of spontaneous origin appearing 
in ‘its member papers. He,.said the 
Scripps-Howard papers did offer to 
give “to ‘The ‘Associated Press ‘equal 
rights with the United Press to its 
news. 

This offer was refused by The 
Associated. Press. Mr. Howard re- 
‘néwed it yesterday in his letter to Mr. 
Cooper, in so far as The Telezram was 
concerned, but sdid that if The Asso- 
ciated Press did not care to accept it 
he would relinquish the service at the 
end of this week, or at such time as 
The. Associated Press - desired. "Mr. 
Cooper replied that as they could ‘not 
agree regarding the policy of The 
Associated: Press he would be glad to 
have the service ended at the close of 
this week, and.this will be done. 

‘Mr. Dewart in his statement said The 
Telegram was sold to the Scripps-

PROTEST FROM PROSECUTOR 


Warns Bootleggers Will: Be™ ‘wary 
in Future’ About Aiding .Govern- 
ment—-May Appeal 'to President. 


United States Judge Isaac M. Meek- 
ins ‘rescinded yesterday the stay of 
execution of sentence -until. May 10 
which he granted Thursday to Cecil 
H. Kinder, his “brother, Charles Clif- 
ford Kinder, and De Witt Turner, boot- 
leggers. ‘They had ‘pleaded guilty, 
testified for the Government: in the 
Eker liquor conspiracy and brought 
about the conviction of Mayor Henry 


last week. 

After saying that attempts to bring 
influence to bear-upon him in behalf 
of the three ‘had caused him more 
trouble than he had ever encountered 
in a eriminal case, Judge Meekins 
turned them over to the United States 


Marshal and ordered them locked up 
in the \Tombs. The prisoners seemed 
stunnéd. , 
Judge Meekins declared that repre- 
sentatives of the Edgewater group had 
gone to Washington, where they had 
offered a fee to one of his best friends 
to intercede for them. He did not 
know, he said, whether or not they 
were aware of the friendship.

“Yesterday,” said Judge Meekins, ‘‘a 
former high Government official came

Toy Buying Starts Slowly. 

Buying for ‘the 1927 season began 
slowly at the local toy fairs this week. 
The attendance was lighter than had 
been looked for, but the indications 
are that this will more than be made 
up for during the final weeks.

Tive is laid at the doors of the ex- 
hfbitors themselves, many of whom do 
not get their displays into proper 
shape in time to make it worth while 
for the trade to-attend during the 
opening week. So far as actual busi- 
ness is concerned, representatives of 
important mail order houses have out- 
bought jobbers and retailers in both 
volume and variety. A few large 
single orders are said to have been 
placed by mail order bityers, as well as 
several others running from $5,000 to 


Gray Goods Sales Improve. 


More snap to buying was seen in the 
local gray goods market yesterday. 
Printcloths came-in for considerable 
attention. Quick sales: of 39-inch 80- 
squares and 72-76s were put thrdugh at 
9% and 9 cents, respectively, and there 
was trading in spot 38%4-inch 64-60s at 
7 cents. For March-April deliveries 
this construction was sold at 6% cents. 
For near-by deliveries of 38-inch 60- 
48s buyers paid 5% cents, while for 
April shipments 5% cents was the 
price. Sheeting sales for the day in- 
cluded near-by 36-inch 5-yard goods at 
6% cents, 5.50s at 5% cents and 6.15s 
at 5 cents. Thirty-seven-inch 48-square 
four-yard sheetings moved at 7% cents. 
Spot and near-by deliveries of 4.37-yard 
sateens were sold. at 11% cents, and 
there was trading: in 72-80 pajama 
checks at 7% cents. Rayon alpacas 
continued in active demand. Spot 
cloths with foreign rayon were sold at 
19 cents, while those with domestic 
material in them brought a cent a yard 
more. For contracts beginning in 
April 16%, 16% and 17 cents was paid, 
depending on the delivery bought.

Hard Coal Demand ‘Drags. 

Not only has thedemand for anthra- 
cite failed to improve this week, Sa- 
ward’s Journal will say today, but 
some say it is becoming even more 
difficult to make sales. For one thing, 
the weather, which was somewhat 
colder than normal eatly in the Winter 
and about normal during January, has 
been against the trade since the first 
of the current month. Too many mild 
days have tended to keep down the 
number. of refill orders that usually 
make their appearance in good vol- 
ume in February, and, with the retail- 
ers éxperiencing slow business, they 

are naturally not inclined to increase 
their purchases. From the standpoint 
of volume, bituminous producers and 
shippers have little to complain of. 
Production continues at an even pace 
of around 13,500,000 tons weekly.

Chairman Personally Issues a| 
Denial of Report — Retiring 
Not Considered, He Says. 


DECISION ‘UP TO DIRECTORS 


Interests Close to Management 


Regard Myron C. Taylor. as. 
_ ¢ Board’s Next Head. 


E. H. Gary; Chairman of the board 
of the United States Steel.Corporation, 
reiterated yesterday his denial of pub- 
lished reports that he is preparing to 
retire. é 
“As to a severance of my official 
connection with the Steel Corpora- 
tion,”” he said in a formal statement, 
‘‘the question has never been discussed 
or considered: by the Board of Direc- 
tors or any of them, so far as I per- 
sonally know.”’ 

This is the third time that Mr. Gary 
has had to deny reports of his intended 
retirement. His statement yesterday, 
given out at 12:30 P. M.,-was prompted 
bya revival of the rumor. Published 
reports had indicated that he not only 
was planning to relinquish the execu- 
tive direction of the Steel Corporation 
in the present year, bly at the an- 
nual meeting in April, but that he had 
chosen former Governor Nathan L. 
Miller as his successor. Mr. Miller is 
the corporation’s general counsel, a 
director and member of the all-power- 
ful Finance Committee. 


Another Possible Successor. — 


It has been assumed in certain quar- 
ters of the financial district for some 
time that Mr. Miller was being 
| groomed to succeed Mr. Gary, but re- 
cent developments have indicated that 


this may not be the case. There is a 
strong impression in the minds of in- 
terests close to-the management that 
the Chairmanship eventually will be 
bestowed upon Myron C. Taylor, also 
a director and a member of the 
Finance Committee. He is said to 
‘have the favor of George F. Baker, 
President of the First National Bank, 
who, with J. P. Morgan and Mr. Gary, 
constitute what is known in Wall 
Street as the “Big Three” in the Sten 
Corporation. Mr. Miller also stands 
high in the esteem of these three domi- 
nant figures, but latest reports indi- 
cate that it is desired to have him re- 
main in charge of the legal depart- 
ment. 

Mr. Gary personally gave his denial 
to — representatives in his of- 
fice. He did not seem to be annoyed 
by the published reports, but appar- 
ently felt that in view of the wide cir- 
culation given them and the interest 
aroused in the financial district he 
should again make clear his position. 
This he did in the following state- 
ment: 

“T asked my secretary to invite, rep- 
sentativas of the press to come to my 
office at this time because an increas- 
ing number were making inquiries re- 
lating to published rumors of my in- 
tention to resign from the position of 
Chairman of the corporation. I de- 
sired to save time for myself and as- 
sociates. 


Question for Directors. 


“Two things especially should be con- 
stantly. borne in mind by any who ate 
interestéd in the subject. First, the 


if there should be any difference of 
opinion, rests with my fourteen asso- 
ciates on the Board of Directors. 
These are all men of large ability and 
experience, liberal education, possessed 
of comfortable fortunes and absolutely 
independent. Secondly, the controlling 
reason which actuates the directors at 
all times is the best good of the corpo- 
ration and those who are interested in 
its management. The personal inten- 
tions and desires of the directors are 
subordinated. 

“For instance, at the time the ques- 
tion of a special stock dividend on the 
common stock Of the corpordtion was 
considered, discussed and determined 
all the directors and members of the 
Finance Committee were present or in- 
vited to be present, and unanimously 
reached a conclusion. None had the 
opportunity to profit by inside or ad- 
vance information. Our effort is to 
give. all stockholders equal rights and 
opportunities concerning personal in- 
terests.. For this reason rumors or 
guesses of what is proposed to be done 
should never be accepted without veri- 
fication. -

of moré stock,” said Mr. Sloan. ‘The 
proposal is being submitted to them 
this month to avoid calling a special 
meeting for the purpose later in the 


‘ year. We will do some financing this 


year, but whether in bonds or stocks. 

We 
probably will not initiate this financ- 
ing for another five or six months.”’ 

Mr. Sloan said that previous stock 
offerings had been made to share- 
holders at par, but when asked the 
price at which new stock might be 
offered to shareholders he said:

of Agriculture and Markets, a Repub- 
lican. member of Governor Smith's 
newly constituted Cabinet. Its city 
permit was revoked by Commissioner 
Harris Feb. 8. 

Dr. Harris questioned Marcus H. All- 
weyer, a director of the Milk Dealers’ 
Chamber of Commerce, and other wit- 
nesses Yestérday. He‘ learned: that 
Marcus sold a part-of his business in 
the’ Bronx last week to raise money 
to purchase the Smith Brothers’ con- 
cern and the Middle States Company. 

Commissioner ‘Harris received in- 
formation that subsequent to :the re- 
ported purchase of Smith Brothers by 
Marcus attorneys for the cOneern were 
still trying to obtain bids for it. This 
aroused Commissioner MHarris’s sus- 
picions that the'sale was a ‘“‘dummy” 
one and that the Smith brothers were 
actually seeking to continue an under- 
cover connection. 

.Marcus told Dr.. Harris yesterday that 
the Smith brothers retained no inter- 
est, directly or indirectly, and promised 
to produce all papers in connection 
with his purchase of their business. 
He would, he said, produce the notes 
he had given the Smith hrothers in 
part payment and prove it was a bona 
fide transaction. He said the agree- 
ment ‘included a promise by -Jacob 
Smith and his other brothers not to 
re-enter the field. Whether or not 
Marcus loses his New York City per- 
mit depends, Dr. Harris said, on his 
ability to prove that the purchase was 
genuine and that none of the Smiths 
retains an interest in the business. 

Although the purchase of the Mid- 
dle States concern by Marcus’s Hagle 
company has resulted in no action by 
Commissioner Harris, he said the fact 
that the former was Controlled by the 
Smiths placed the transaction in the 
same category.
